also  for  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Branning  Avenue  and  Lexington

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  newessary  to  open  an 
alley  fourteen  (14)  feet  in  width  from  the  first  alley  south  of  Rudisill 
Boulevard  to  Lexington  Avenue  the  center  line  of  said  alley  to  be  one 
hundred  and  ninety-two  (192}  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Webster  Street* 
Also  for  the  vacation  otf  the  first  alley  east  of  Webster  Street  from 
Rudisill  Boulevard  to  Lexdngton  Avenue;  also  for  the  vacation  of  the 
alley  between  Boerger  Avenue  and  Branning  Avenue  from  the  alley  east 
of  Webster  Street  to  a point  thirty-one  (31)  feet  Bast  of  the  alley  East 
of  Webster  Street;  also  for  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Branning 
Avenue  and  Lexington  Avenue  from  the  alley  Bast  of  Webster  Street  to 
a point  thirty-one  (31)  feet  East  of  the  alley  Bast  of  Webster  Street.
